southwest, increasing in its fury, and 
all sail was reduced to a double-reefed 
main. Notwithstanding these precau- 
tions the vessel, about 2 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning, was driven ashore at a 
point a mile and a half north of the 
Point Judith life-saving station. She 
rapidly filled with water, rolling terri- 
bly, and tho captain and crew took to 
tho yawl boats, making fast to the 
stern of the schooner with a long line, 
and thus remained 
until about 5 


o'clool: when Capt. H. M. Kuowles, 
keeper of the station, and a lad named 
Webster, came to their assistance in a 
largo fishing boat. 


Capt. Knowles finding it impossible 


to land tho crow safely in such a sea, 
lowed tlio yawl to the smoothest placo 
that could be found and there anchored 
to wait for low tide. In tho mean time,

The peanut is one of the most rc- 


uisrkAlile plants in its wnv of forming: 
its fruit. Tlio pennnt is flic fruit, just 
as much as an apple, or pencil, or wnl- 
r.ut, is a frnit.
